Claims 

5. Claims 1-4 are cancelled. 

6. New claims 5 and 6 are submitted as below: 

5. (New) An integrated greeting message and lighted jewelry box comprising, 

a bottom section having greeting message posting area, 

a top section having extended portion for lighting, 

hinge means connecting said bottom section with said top section, 

a light housing located within said top section for selectively illuminating at least 

said bottom section, 

said light housing including a housing panel which has two lighting holes with 

reflectors and a switch hole, 

two LED lights mounted in said lighting holes, 

power source located on the top of said housing panel, 

a switch mechanism mounted on the top of said housing panel, 
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said switch mechanism including, 

a flexible conductive strip having a first half-ball detent with an end mounted on a 
non-conductive support station, 

a second conductive detent mounted on said housing panel and connected to an 
electrical wire, 

the other end of said flexible conductive strip having contact on said second 
conductive detent to activate the lights, 

wherein said first half-ball detent protrudes through said switch hole. 

6. (New) An integrated greeting message and lighted jewelry box according to 
claim 5 includes a third small half-ball detent located corresponding to said first 
half-ball detent, such that when the top section is closed down, said third small 
half-ball detent will push said flexible conductive strip away from said second 
conductive detent, to thereby activate the lights. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 5-6 are allowed. 

8. The following is the examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: ^ 

9. Claim 5 is allowed because in part recites an integrated greeting message and 
lighted jewelry box having "a switch mechanism mounted on the top of a housing 
panel includes a flexible conductive strip having a first half-ball detent with an end 
mounted on a non-conductive support station and a second conductive detent 
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mounted on the housing panel and connected to an electrical wire" and "the other 
end of the flexible conductive strip having contact on the second conductive detent 
to activate the lights, wherein the first half-ball detent protrudes through a switch 
hole." which is not taught by the prior art of record. 

10. Claim 6 is allowed because of its dependency upon the new independent claim 5.
